The second shows the ^st : andl-M pictures together, with some printed 
notes of my, own. .The third sheet shows facing pages, of OH 875^ which 
are photos taken by the Secret Service, on 5 December 1963. 

. The configuration of objects. (tree and concrete structure) on the 
left side of each .picture (Post''.- 'and . ,P -MO); - in&i cate s' that they were both ) 
taken from exactly the same: location, and the Post photo clearly shows - 
that that lo cat ion i s HBte ^second floor window- of the Dal -Tex building . 

Even more interesting is this : The ear in the Post photo is 

identical to the one in, the. SS re -enactment photos of CS 875 — white 1963 
Lincoln -Continental convertible.. The: license number of the car in. the 
Post photo is PE 6524. Can you tell me the license number of the ear 
! in.SEe875? It is not at all clear in the Commission’s photos. In any 
ease , it does seem likely that the. two; pictures -show' the same car . 

The Post picture evidently xvas not taken simultaneously with. the 
SS pictures . The occupant s are different , and the Post car seems to be /. 
part o-$r a procession ; there is . a car in front of it and a ear behind 
it. . The lack of flora,! wreaths on the south side of Elm in the P-M : t 
photo indicates that the P-M phot o, was .snapped at a different time from 
the SS' pictures (where the wreaths; a.re evident ) , but that area' is not 
visible in the Post picture t v 

The caption: of the P-M picture indicates that it. was '-taken-, by the ; : 
P-M photographer . Perhaps a. Post: photographer snapped: the Post picture , 
but I, would- not be surprised if they, got it from the Secret Service. 

The: teehinque of, photographing .through a scope is used .in. both - pictures, y 

I shall make inquiries and try to find out the source of the 
Post ^hoto . : It: may be a:. mistake to a,ssume that Post snapped it.
